day- 
In many of the public 


schools of the state special ex- 
ercises in commemoration of the 
event are being held. 


Wisconsin, with an area of 


56,000 square miles of forest 
and prairie land, became an or- 
ganized territory in 1836, with 
a population of 11,000. 
It was 


admitted as a state May 29, 
1S4S, with a population approx- 
imating 250,000. 
Today the es- 


timated population is 2,500,000.' 
Her growth since her admission 
into the union has been steady 
and rapid. 
The agitation for statehood 


resulted in the drafting of_ a 
state constitution in 1846, which 
was rejected by the people and 
the drafting of a new document 
in 184S, which was approved, re- 
sulting in the admission of the 
state by congress, May 29, 1S48. 
The first governor of the state 
was Nelson Dewey, a young 
lawyer of Grant county. 
He 


was inaugurated June 7, 18-1S, 
at Madison. 


Nothing better illustrates the 


progress of the state in the past 
eighty years than the building 
and changes necessitated in the 
Capitol buildings at Madison. 


The first territorial legisla- 


ture meeting at Bclmont in the 
fall of 1S36, thru the influence 
of James Duane Doty, then_ a 


• prominent figure in territorial 


affairs, chose Madison as the 
site for the sent of government. 
Then- were 
seventeen . appli- 


cants for the place, but just 
previous to the contest Judge 
Doty and Stephen T. Mason, 


governor of Michigan territory, 
purchased 1,000 acres of land, 
now the site of Madison, from 
the government and offered cor- 
ners, where the four sections of 
land met, comprising nearly fif- 
teen acres, for. the Capitol park. 
It was accepted and the land on 
which the Capitol is now locat- 
ed, the hub of the city of Mad- 
ison, was deeded to the territory 
Jan. G, 1839. 


The building of the 18S7 Cap- 


itol resulted in an official in- 
vestigation' in 1839 with the re- 
sult that suits were started 
against the first Capitol com- 
mission for the turning over of 
certain 
funds. 
Those suits, 


however, 
really 
accomplished 


no purpose. 


Early in the spring of 1837 


the house was built in the city 
of Madison, for it was a paper 
town' when accepted as a Capitol 
site and on July 4, 1837, the cor- 
ner stone of the first Capitol 
building was laid with cere- 
monies. 
It is on this same 


site that the new Capitol is lo- 
cated. 


The first Capitol which was a 


square building, cost ?60,000. 
Toward this cost the federal 
government appropriated ?40,- 
000'in the years of 1S3G and 
1837; the county of Dane appro- 
priated $4,000 and the terri- 
torial legislature about $16,000. 


The progress of the state in 


-twenty years made the first 
Capito! inadequate and the Iaa7 
legislature was called upon to 
provide for enlargements.

They have increased more 
rapidly than our national wealth.. We have created 16,696 of 
these huge fortunes in the last ten years, most of them in the 
last four. Now we are reaping the harvest of four years of 
profiteering — reaping it in misery and suffering. 


Food, fuel and clothing have passed out of the category of 


necessities and have become luxuries. Destitution and malnu- 
trition stalk through our cities; they even knock at the doors 
of lowly homes in far and near corners of the countryside. 
Never have there been so many appeals, as during the winter 
just past, for old shoes, old clothing and pieces for comforts, 
from mothers with struggling families. How many such moth- 
ers there are nobody knows. The poor suffer in silence for the 
most part, as postage stamps with which to voice appeals cost 
money. 


Because parents cannot pay the prevailing high prices for 


staple foods, malnutrition— the technical name for slow starva- 
tion—malnutrition and "flu" affect New York's East Side as 
never before, reports through the Associated Press relate. In 
one such settlement 150 babies recovering from influenza faced 
•death from pneumonia simply because their parents could not 
luy milk for them. 


Twenty-two scantily clad children were found in one room 


«f a big tenement. 
Many had no undergarments. Others were 


The prevention of sharp practices and illegitimate competi- 


tion seem to offer the best solution of the monopolistic problem 
yet found. 


Whatever else is done, the abolition of the food gambler 


should be an immediate step. The gambler has no place in hu- 
man society. 
He produces nothing; he performs no useful 


function. The gambler who, by his manipulations, contributes 
to the increased cost of foodstuffs and other necessities to the 
consumer, is a criminal and should be dealt with as we deal with 
other criminals. 


The marketing-problem is one of the greatest in connection 


with profiteering. Co-operative marketing is being tried suc- 
cessfully in some sections and with some products. Federal and 
state bureaus of markets have been urged and doubtless would 
contribute, in the long run, to a stabilizing of prices and eventual 
benefit to the producer and consumer alike, but such bureaus 
offer little in the direction of immediate relief. 


Many theorists hold that punitive measures offer little in 


the way of permanent relief, but experience does not bear out 
this theory. Sound banking has been_brought about very large- 
ly through punitive measures. Time was when the "wild cat" 
banker was almost as common as the present-day speculator, 
but the Government made bank-looting a dangerous occupation. 
As the number, of inmates of the bankers' colony at the federal 
penitentiaries at Leavenworth and Atlanta increased, the wreck- 
ing of banks diminished until now the practice of gambling with 
depositors' money in banks has been reduced to a minimum. 


- If the Government will make profiteering equally danger- 


ous that method of preying on the public will soon become like- 
wise extinct, or at least negligible.

AH poverty, x>f course, is, not due to profiteering,'but general 


poverty among a majority of the world's workers can only be 
laid to exploitation, past or present. 
Even now, with wages 


Tintformly higher than -the world has ever known before, the 
unorganized worker is in difficulties because his wages are not 
high in proportion to the prices of his necessities. 


Even the problem of the man of average wages is no easy 


one. Royal Meeker, commissioner of statistics for the Federal 
Department of Labor, recently testified in the wage controversy 
of the packers and their employers that $1,150 a year was now 
the minimum on which a workingman and a normal family of 
five could live decently. 
And wages under that, Meeker de- 


clared, would have to be supplemented by aid from charitable 
organizations, or every such family must suffer straits. 


At the same time, Edna Wheeler, a woman employe of Mor- 


ris & Co., testified that she averaged $15 a week at piece work. 
Her board cost her $8.50 and her room $4.50 a week. Two dol- 
lars a week for clothing, emergencies, etc. At the same time 
it appears that z. woman's coat that might have been purchased 
for $14.75 a year ago cannot be bought for less than $35 now. 


Retail prices of food have advanced 67 per cent.—shoes.and 


clothing more than 100 per cent. Coal costs .nearly-100 per 
cent. more. The United States Department of La!bor finds the 
cost of 240 staple articles of food have increased 40 per cent., 
and that "virtually all wage increases during the war have been 
swallowed up in higher costs of life's necessities. Rents, too, 
have soared in most cities. 


The war has bred thousands of millionaires and many other 


thousands of smaller but substantial fortunes has, at the same 
time, brought advances in price to the consumer out of all pro- 
portion to the advance in the cost of production.

was Bishop McConnell who wrote 
the Social Reconstruction resolution 
at the request of his colleagues, and 
for whom its adoption by unani- 
mous, vote meant an expression of 
their confidence and respect. As for 
Dr. Ward, he has recently been the 
center of a controversy that shows 
as well as 'any like incident how 
the churches are changing and h.pw 
they are 'gradually but surely in- 
dentifying Christian principles with 
the demands of organized workers 
and producers. 


Every four years the Methodist 


church holds a general conference 
or convention. In 1916 the confer- 
ence met at Saratoga, and Dr. 
Ward went there to lead the fight 
aa Secretary of the Federation for 
Social Service. For years the book 
publishing concern-of the Methodist 
church has refused to recognize the 
unions in the printing trades.

management was in the hands of 
business "men who only knew that 
they had got along without any 
union, and v/ho saw no reason why 
working men should organize for
